Martha stormed out again, blind with rage. 
She was dark, latin, and tempestuous, and this 
combination promised no good for Count Boris. 

"I'll fix him," she swore to herself. "No run- 
down act with a trick hangman's gallows is 
going to top MY performance. I'll show him!!!" 

That evening, most of the sideshow perform- 
ers gathered for the first appearance of Count 
Boris in the Bill Thompson Enterprises. Martha 
was there too, fuming as she watched the steely 
voiced barker climb the thirteen steps leading 
up to the black crossbar, from which swung 
the dreaded hangman's noose. Boris, in a black 
shirt open at the collar, waited for his cue be- 
hind the bottom of the platform and smoked a 
cigarette. 

A tense and curious crowd greeted the bark- 
er's opening remarks with an ominous silence.
